A. Soil must be slightly acid, with a good deal of decayed leaves or peat mixed in. About 


half humus and half geod topsoil is right. 


B. They must have good drainage, but as they root close to the surface, must be watered 
well in dry weather. They grow best in a semi-shade, or where they get morning sun 
and afternoon shade. 


Fertilizing is best done about the last of March, and again the middle of June. Vigoro in 
small quantities is good; also there are special Azalea and Camellia fertilizers on the 
market. Do not use the regular commercial fertilizer, as this usually contains lime, and 
these plants will not tolerate lime. In dry weather spray or sprinkle the leaves of Camellias, 
as well as watering them. If you give your plants the care as outlined above, they will give 
you many fine blooms year after year and increase in size and beauty as they grow older.
